An  Act  to  provide  for  the  delegation  of  the  powers  .of  Dis- 
trict Collectors  to  3[Other  Officers  of  the  Revenue  De- 
partment not  below  the  rank  of  Deputy  Collector]  in 
me  4[State  of  Tamil  Nadu.]. 

Whereas  it  is  expedient  to  provide  for  the  delegation  of 
the  powers  of  District  Collectors  to  3[Ofher  Officers  of  the 
Revenue  Department  not  below  the  rank  of  Deputy  Collector] 
in  the  4 [State  of  Tamil  Nadu]  ; 

Be  it  enacted  in  the  Seventh  yeat  of  the  Republic  of  India 
as  follows:— 

Short  title  I.  (1)  This  Act  may  be  called  the  1 [Tamil  Nadu]  District 
and  Com- Collectors’  Powers  (Delegation)  Act,  1956. 
mencement,  * £>)  It  shall  come  into  force  on  such  date  as  the 
State  Government  may,  by'notification,  appoint. 

Definition.  5[2  In  this  Act,  unless  the  context  otherwise 
requires,  “ law  ” means  any  enactment.

Provided  that  no  authorization  under  this  section  shall  pre- 
vent the  Disrtict  Collector  from  exercising,  in  such  cases  as 
he  deems  fit,  all  or  any  of  the  powers  exercisable  by  any 
other  officer  by  virtue  of  the  authorization  aforesaid: 


Provided  further  that  where  in  respect  of  any  case,  the  Dis- 
trict Collector  exercises  his  powers,  the  officer  authorized 
under  this  section  shall  not  exercise  his  powers  in  respect  of 
the  same  case.]
